London Cables. 

(Kroin thu Orc^'Onirtii.) 

I.oril Onuiville yesterday notiliotl 
Clialleniel Lacour, tlie French iiiin- 
i.ster of foreign afl'aira, tliiit in the ev- 
riut of war botweon Franco ami China, 
England would refuse to reeognize any 
blockade by France of Chine.se jiorts, 
unless France woukl guftraiit«'e thai 
tho blockade .'should e.^:tend to the en 
tiro Chine.se coast, and tliat all of it 
would bf; [lorfeclly and ooiiqiU'lt'ly 
blockaded: and that if the inouth.s of 
the Canton river and the appronche.s 
to the port of Shanghai, and other 
ports of entry, to which Franco and 
the other nations friendly to France 
were interesleil, were allowed to go un- 
enclosed in tli(j blockade, I'ligland 
wovdd consider herself bound to seiiil 
English war Hhijis to China for the 
purpose of preventing; France from 
maintaining any part of the blockade. 
M. C'hallemel Lacour to day sent a re- 
ply to Lord Clranville that there was 
no war be' ween Franco and China, and 
that France hoped nothing woukl arise 
recpiirini: any exerciso of British pro- 
test. 

Tho tliiko of Albany's request to \>i- 
appointed governor general of Canada, 
in nlaco of the marquis of Lome, was 
supported hy a personal intimation 
from the queen that hor .son should 
have the position. Cilad.sfone refused 
to allow tiie youug duko to succeed the 
marquiii, fearing that the appointment 
would bo regarded aa a special favor 
to royalty. He said be did not want 
the people to think that official posi- 
tions were sinecures reserved for 
members of the royal family. This 
ministerial reason, is not, however, the 
only one which prompted Uladstone'^ 
refusal. Tt Ts thought that he regard- 
ed the venture as a dangerous one, a"nd 
that to send the queen's son to Canada 
would bo to invito some desperate ac- 
tion on the part of Irish fonians in 
America. 

Tho under secretary of the treasury 
certainly will succeed Major Baring as 
financial minister to India at once. 
-Major Jiaring will go Egypt as Brit- 
ish minister. 

If iMr. Plunger Walton'n luck does 
not turn, Lhei'e will soen be an end of 
him on the turf. He is said to have 
dropped over §100,000 at New Mai- 
ket and Epsom. He has a hard time 
of it. They make it hot for him ev- 
erywhere. 

The channel tunnel scheme bids fair 
to emerge successfully from its long 
slumber in niilitary opposition. The 
Duke of Cambridge, Commander-in- 
Chief Lord Wolscley, General Sim 
nionds and a majority of the British 
military authorities, who have given 
tiieir testimony before the committee 
appointed to investigate the cpiestion 
of tho expediency of allowing the work 
to be undertaken, all oppose it, but a 
great majority of tho scientific engin- 
eers who have testified, favor it. Gen- 
eral Adye, the surveyor general of ord- 
nance, and General Clark, inspector of 
fortifications, agree with the inajority 
of witnesses, and tho comniittee, which 
has now completed its inquiries, will 
report by a largo majority in favor of 
tho construction of tho tunnel. 

In the labor market things are live- 
ly. Buildings are going up in all ])arts 
of tho metropolis, and skilled workmen 
are in great demand. At the principal 
works ship building is active, mnst of 
the yards being in full work. In the 
engineers' shops, especially in the north 
of England, there is a boom. 

Queen Victoria is living retired at 
Balmoral and seldom goes out. She 
is still sugering from low spirits and a 
shattered nervous system. The physi- 
cians are constant in their attendance 
on her majesty, 

A large monument of gray granite is 
Ijeing placed over the grave of .John 
Brown in the C'ratio kirkyard. A ine- 
niorial cairn is on the mountain over- 
looking tho castle. In addition to a 
monument of brass in the jjrince con- 
sort's mausoleum at Frogmorts a tab- 
let to Brown's memory is being placed 
in a nave of St, George's chapel at 
Windsor. It is difficult to imagine 
what will be the next project of die 
queen for the perpetuation of .((pim 
Brown's name. 

Coleridge Kinnaird, ^L1^, will per- 
sist in his motion regarding the dispo 
sition of the surplus of tho Alabama 
claims award. It was announced to 
day that Kinnard has the approval of 
Gladstone, and that the premier is fa- 
vorably disposed toward the United 
.States, and tho govornmeiit will con- 
.sider the expediency of returning to 
England the balance of the money 
now awarded for claima The ques- 
tion will, it is thought, become a jiar- 
liameiitary one. 

A question has been placed on no- 
tice in tho papers of the bouse of com- 
mons, to" "interrogate Gladstone as to 



the circumstances of the apjjointmeat 
of the marquis of Land.sdowne to tlie 
vice-royalty of Canada. Tt is admitted 
that ihe duke of Albany expressed a 
wish to represent tho queen in Canada, 
and it was thought by many iiersons 
that tlio appointment was desirable, in 
spite of hi.s delicate health. 

The story of tlie coronation of the 
czar, by tlie corres))oiuleiit of ilic 
Daily Tekt/rap/i, contained tho largest 
number of words wired to London, viz; 
110,000; while the J'imcs, though only 
employing 10,000, managed to supply 
a long account. 

Tho Irish landlord parly already 
are rai.sing, by .subscription, large 
sums of money for the purpOhO of 
counteracting the efforts of the 
U'ague.

The announcement of Sir John] Mnc- 
donald, delivered on the closinR day of 
tho lato session at' Ottawa, furnishes the 
nioat effective answer to the sonsuleRS 
twaddle in which eortiiin local journals 
have'indulf^od within tho \y.int fow days. 
First thi! country was told tliat the i^ov- 
ei-nmout policy had "collapsed." Next it 
was informod that tho policy was an uu- 
mistokiible success oxcepfc that the 'lium of 
§750,000 was not to' be given towards the 
construction of tho Island railway, but 
was to bo paid to tho province in conipon- 
sation for railway delays and to be ex- 
pended on roads, streets and bridtres 
throughout tho province. Thirdly, the 
statement was advanced that tho main- 
land lands would not be thrown open, 
or that if they were the government price 
would be at least ?2.rj0 per acre. Well, 
Sir John Macdonald's stateuiont sots at 
rest these -silly fabrications and ridicu- 
lous moonings of a disappointed press. In 
the first place, it will bo seen that so far 
from the policy having "collapsed" it is u 

• '•livhig,l)rdathiagpreaBnce,''evory part of 
-'. which— and more— is being put into form . 

■ Sir John Macdonald in his late announce- 
ment — for tho first time — concedes tliat 
the province is entitled to conipensalion 
for delays in railway building, and he 
lixos the amount of that compensation at 
§750,000. This sum, he says, his govern- 
ment will be prepared to recommend par- 
liament to vote rest session in aid of tho 
construction of the Island railway. Notli- 
ing is Siiid about liaudint,' tlu; subsidy 
over to tlie province in a luinj) sum to bo 
expended on rc-ul-^, streets and bridges. 
There is no talk of abandoning the Island 
railway. On the contrary, tho Dominion 
government engage to form a company, to 

• take proper security from them for tlie 
■ . early construction of a line of railway 
from Esciuiinalt to Nanainui, and to sub- 
sidize tho company with the .J7oO,000 
which, the opposition organ have asserted, 
was to be "sowed broadcast throughout 
the province." Next wo come to tho rail- 
way lands on i no mainland. On Monday 
, the local organ of tho obstructionists de- 
-. ficd us to produce any ollicial statoinont or 
' document which showed thai tho main- 
land belt would bo thrown open. On 
this head Sir John remarked: "Another 
question of great importance was tho 
opening up of the lands on the mainland 
on eacii side of the railway. Immediate 
action in tiiis matter was necessary to 
meet the demands of the immigration 
which was pouring into that country.

But 
as there^'are none so blind as those wlio 
will not see, our contemporary wdl pro- 
bably continue to grope in a condition of 
political blindness that is pitiful to be- 
hold. In fixing the rate to bo charged 
for the lands at §1, the Dominion govern- 
ment have adopted a clause in the settle- 
ment^ bill prepared by this government. 
That clause stipulates that tho rate shall 
not exceed §1. But in accepting- that 
clause tho Dominion government do more 
than the bill retiuiied. They adopt a 
suggestion contained in an order of coun- 
cil of this govorninent and will take stops 
to attract both immigrants and capital to 
this land. Thejr have issued maps and 
handbooks descriptive of tho country, its 
topographical features, climate, etc., and 

. qffer to assist European emigrants to 
.reach this favored place and thus prevent 
the labor of country being monopolized 
by Chinese. Sir J<din'8 objection to the 
nominal rate of §1 per acre for Island 
railway lands to actual aettlerais fully met 
find f)vorcomo by the semi-ofHcial state- 
ment published by us yesterday, viz. : 
Thai a coinjiauy have agreed to build the 
railway for the subsidy and tlie lands, and 
to 'sell the lands tn actual settlers at si 
por • acre. This point, therefore, may bi; 
regarded as dispos(^d of, and there re- 
mains, therefore, only that clause whicli 
obliges the Dtuniiiioii government to build 
the Island line instead of securing a com- 
pany to do it. There is reason to believe 
that this litst difliculty will also bo dis- 
posed of withdut ^thjB reassembling of tho 
local house'an'd thaf the Dominion gov- 
ernment will proceinl almost immediately 
with the organization of an Esquimalt- 
Nanaimo railway company. Witli respect 
to the "drydoek there is no hiteli. Tlie 
Domi.nion government have given vitality 
to "the mainland lands' clause and will 
give force and effect to the dock clause 

■ mimediatoly. The new terms area sue 
cesas. . 

GLADSTONE'S FOiMTlON AND 
. THE OPPOSITION HE IS 
- I- . MEETING. 

A London cablegram says: Gladstone's 
overtures to the different divisions of the 

■ lilirral party, made at tho conferenco last 
Tuesday, are meeting with such general 
accGptance that 111.=! cdiject, that of pre- 
venting dissolution by apiical totlieeoun 
try, will undoubtedly bo gained. It is at 
least certain that to-day a perfect coinpro- 
niiso has been arranged on?the , tenant far- 
mers' bill, and a coniiiromiso conceded to 
the extreme radicals.

. raising of the rent is made as will conii)ol 
him to vacate, and will secure him against 

• ' ail such unjust increases of rent as are 

jbased solely on the added value of land, 
' .: caused by inipro\enient, and will make 

■ - reference'compulsory, in uU ca.ses where 

the tenant demands it. It has also been 
agree'd to amend tlie bill so as entirely to 
abolish distraining for rent. With the 
" amendments agreed upon the bill will now 
bo unopposed in parliament by tho whig 
section of tho ministry, and will, il is 
believed, bo carried against the entire 
cons, rvative opposition, 'eVoiii irtJio Irish 
throw their votes vvith l;he tfifiesf ' It is 
not known how tho Parnellitcs will vote 
ou tho bill, and the govornmoiit does not 
seem to care. It is but one more added 
to tho great number of instances in which 
Gladstone has snatched victory out of np- 
- parently certain disaster. At tlie Whit- 
' Sunday adjournment the combinations 
acainst the premier were so many and so 
strong that tlio dhisolution of parliament 
was predicted a:; sure, and sporting gen- 
tieiuon were laying wagers on its certain- 



ty, but the first week of tho renewed ses- 
sion of parliament sees him so strongly 
fortified through compromises that it 
would be foolish now to predict the fail- 
ure of any of.-the goVemmeni measures. 
Well informed politicians even believe 
that the government will have no difUcul- 
ty h\ carrying" all its points, and that it 
will bring the session to a proper close in 
due course of time, with ;dl its 
business finished, and with a clear 
course for tho next session. The 
government feels so: sure of its posi- 
tion that it has agreed to introduce at th"e 
next session a county franchise bill which 
will give etiuai electoral rights to towns 
and counties. The dissension m the cab- 
inet, however, seoma te be intensifying. 
These quarrels are based ;ilinost entirely | 
on 'disputes jis to the methods adopted by i 
thpgovornmont in carrying on its busi- i 
nes's during the past sos.sion. Hon. .lo.s- ' 
e-ph Chamhorlain, president of tlie board 
of trade, does not hesitate to openly ac- 
cuse Gladstone of having secured his 
present i)rospects of success mi the tenant 
farmers' bill by going over to the whig 
party. Chamberlain has gone so far in 
this accusation that he b6ldly declares 
that iho premier bought tho support of 
the wliigs, first by conceisions in the na- 
ture of a bill, and then by the api)oiiit- 
ment of tho Jlarquis of Landsdowne a.s 
j^overnor-general of Canada, to succeed 
the jMarquis of Lome. This appuint- 
luenl was bitterly opposed by nearly all 
the radicals in the cabinet. Sir Charles 
Dilke then proposed to relievo the party 
by sending over to tho Dominion, as gov- 
ernor-general, lion. \V. K. For.ster, late 
chief secretary of Ireland. Sir Charles 
Dilke, in supporting his proposition, said 
he had conferred with Forster on the 
subject. Forster had expressed a willing- 
ingnoss to accept .tho appointment. 
Gladstoiio opposed this strongly, as ex- 
tremely inexpedient, upon tho ground 
that h'orater'.s presence in Canada as gov- 
criior-gonoral would be looked upon by a 
large proportion of the citizens of the 
United States as inconsistent with the 
very friendly relations at present existing 
between tho .\merican government and 
that of her jNIajesty. Sir Charles Dilke 
and Chamberlain both insisted on For- 
ster's appointment, and both declare that 
Gladstone, for tho purpose of savini; him- 
self from tho necessity of appealing to 
the country, has reversed all the pidicy of 
his patty, and deserted it and joined the 
whigs. 

ENSILAGK 



Attention liaa of late been pronii 
nently drawn to a system of staving 
the harvest — namely, that of en.siiage. 
Those who doubt tho eflicacy of Gibb.s' 
artificial siroceo, and of Neilsor'.s gen- 
tler fanning, nro invited \>y tlie advo 
cates of ensilage to dig a pit — or ,s(7ti, 
a.s it is called — and having .seen that it 
is air and water tight, to fill it with 
the clover orryegra.s.s which the sun re- 
fuses to shine upon, and tho rain 
tlireatons to .spoil. 1 1 i.s only further 
nocesHary to cover tho mass over with 
straw and earth, or with wooden 
piank.s, placing at the same time as 
niucli weiglit ou the top as po.ssiblo. 
If those instructions are properly car- 
ried out the forage will get pressed into 
a compact ina.ss, fermentation will be 
arrested in an early stage, and' the 
whole will be preserved in a sound 
condition for an iiulelinite period. 
Ensilage is an ancient expodient reviv- 
ed, the credit of its luoderh revival 
being due to M. Goffart, who has prac- 
tised if: on his French farm since. 1852. 
It made little way, however, until he 
j)ul 'ished a work on the subject a few- 
years ago, when the Americans, seizing 
hold of the idea, put it into practice 
with cliaracteriHtic energy. In a Par- 
liamentary pajier, issued in June Inst, 
a, description is given of the two ,n'//o.-.- 
belbnging to l^lr. Mills, wdio was the 
first to adopt tho system in America. 
Tiicy are each -10 feet long, 13 fi.'ct 
wide, and 30 feet deej), constructed 
with walls 2 foot thick, and -made of 
concrete, stone and cement. At the 
time, q£. inspection they contained be 
t'wioe'n' the'iii' 600 tons of maize. 'I'he 
essential point in a tiil.o being tlu; ex- 
clusion of air and moisture, it need 
not be under the surface, and as a 
matter of fact .sfVos are frequently built 
above ground. ]\Iaize is the material 
chiefly preserved in those reci'iilaeU s 
in America, although oat.s, rye and 
meadow grass, aftcrnatii, clover, jiease, 
and millet arc also cn.i'J"ii<'J. Tliosc 
are usually cut into lengths of an inch, 
or even less, in size, by cliadcuiting 
machines; and it is usual, at least in 
France, to add occasionally a sprink 
ling of salt to mnkn the fodder nun e 
appetizing. When maize has been 
thus preserved, tho resulting ensilage, 
according to Prof. Tiiorold Rog(>rs, is of 
a yellowish green color, with a slight- 
ly aeiil and vinous sraoll, the former 
being like milk just turned sour. In 
describing the opening of a French k'i- 
lo containing the produce of 170 acres 
of trefoil, tares, and grass, a corrospoii- 
dent of the Thnns states that the pro- 
duct had tho appearance of coinpressed 
hay, the smell being ratbci- agreeable 
than otherwise — much the saint; as 
conies from breweries. The temper 
of the mass, he adds, was deciiledly 
high, almost more than the hand 
could bear. A clue \h thus given to 
the chemical changes that take jjlace 
in the buried forage. Fermentation 
acting on the. sugar, specially abun- 
dant ill immature maize, but present 
in ali the grasses, produces ilcofio I and 
a certain araoiiht of acids, while under 
the influence 'of the latter soim; of tln' 
starch in the plants is changed intosu 
gar. The conversion of starch into 
sugar is, however, one of tlu; fuiietion.s 
of the ruminant stomach; fodder, there- 
fore, in which the change is already 
partially efl'ectcd will be to that extent 
rendered more.easy.of digestion. That 
ensilage is a highly palatable food for 
cattle is .seen' in the eagerness in 
which they devour it, and that it is 
highly nutritious is proved by th(;ir ev- 
idently thriving upon it. Professoi' 
Ptogers, wiien investigating the subject 
ia.the,;ijrew»England States, found thai, 
cows fea''dri ensilage forage and a lii- 
tle ground oats yielded through the 
winter morn than tiicir own weight of 
inilk monthly; and in Holland where 
ensilage is also practised, it lias been 
found that the cow.s fed on this iriatei- 
ial yield the moat milk. A report has 
recently been issued by the Dopai t- 



nioiit at Washington, embodying the 
information gained by an enquiry into 
this system as pnictiBed in America. 
According to the report, "the condition 
of stock fed on ensilage, both as to 
health and gain of weight, litis been 
uuiforinly favourable;" while as to the 
protitablencas of ensilage, there is hard- 
ly a doubt expressed on this; point, cer- 
tainly not a dissenting opinion." It 
has been argued that, owing to the a- 
bundance of turnips and root crops in 
this country, ensilage is of conipari,- 
tively little inipDrlaiice to British as 
coniiiared with American and French 
fanners who have not the same abun- 
dance of succulent ;rpots.,, ^There is 
reason, however, £!Drl,not |jraiimg > our- 
Hi Ives of ih(! additional supplyf of fod- 
der which I'lisilago may secure to us. 
Cows, it will not be denied, exist in 
this country largely, if not luainly for 
the milk tlioy give; but the milk of 
turiiii -fed cattle has an aroma' joo sug- 
gestive of their food to be agregajjie, 
wliile ijie butter made from it is still 
more oljeeJ.ioiiable. Authoriiies arf; 
now generally agre(nl that if British 
agriculture .is to becoino pro.sperous a- 
gaiii, it will be mainly by the develop- 
ment of tlie grazing eajiabilities of the 
country, and with so fickle a cliinato 
these cannot bo taken full advantage of 
without some efl'ectual m.?tliod of ar- 
tiiieially h:i'vcsting forage. No bi't- 
ter iiH;tboil of edecting this appears to 
be at prcHont available than that; pf en? 
silage, which the Americans, in their 
enthusiasm, declare is destined to 
bring about "an agricultural 'millen!- 
iiini — almost." 

P MIX ELL'S nm-LYTO T11J-: POPE'S 
ClliUULAR. 

I'ariiell liar, at last made an ofllcial ut- 
terance, in the form of lin open letter to a 
I'aris journalist, concerning tho pope's 
circular. Ho announces that ho is pleased 
with it, because of the eO'oct it will cer- 
tainly have upon the fortune of tho real 
Iri.sh party. ' Tho breach the papal circu- 
lar has already caused among tho papers 
which atfected to represent the Irish 
cau.'-.e, iMr. I'arnell says, ho regards with 
delight, because it will placo tho Catho- 
lic religion just whore it belongs in the 
politics of Ireland. Some of the truest 
ropiiblicans in Ireland have felt- thera- 
aelvos cotnpolled to conceal thb^sympa- 
tliy with tho Irish party, and to hold 
aloof from all participation in its inovo- 
nieuts, because of a general iniDression 
that Ireland being the stronghold of the 
Catholic faith no genuine Irish political 
movement could ever occur except it were 
dominated by the church. Now that the 
pope had oflieially declared that tlio church 
dill not rccoi.rnize tho Irish party, but for- 
bade its |)rie,sts ■ to make themselves cou- 
apicuous in its actions, the Irish people 
Could realize how coniplotoly Irish poli- 
tic; wore divorced from ^ religious domi- 
nations, and Catholic and Protestant re- 
[Hibiicaiis cmild work together in com- 
plete harmony, riimoll concedes that 
the pope's action may have been aituto, 
from a Roman point of view, but claims 
that Leo XIII. overreached himself if he 
intended to give to England tho inthionce 
of tho. Catholic church in Ireland. Tho 
fridi national league are prep.'^.ring for a 
caui[>aign of extraordinary energy. They 
hope to increase the number of tho Par- 
nell party in parliameiit from thirty to 
sixty. If they succeed they will have, by 
tho addition of synipatliizors, a solid vote 
of seventy in the next session. . Parnoll 
is prepsifini^ a pro'cliimatidn which ho will 
issue to the Irish people. It will strongly 
urge all Irishmen, irrespective of religion, 
to rally to the support of the national 
party. It will distinctly announce the 
separation of Ireland as the basis of the 
future prograinmo of tho Irish people. 
The executive committee of the national 
league will thoroughly pamphlet and pla- 
card Ireland, and will issue and circulate 
complete instructions concerning all regu- 
lations and laws, and do anj'thhig possible 
to guide the Irish people in the interest 
of tho national party in the coming olec- 
tiuns. The secretary of each branch of 
tho league will be supplied with copies of 
a list of Voters . j.

Hetura of a Party from the FertUo 
yalle7. , 

About a week or ten days ago we an- 
nounced that a party of Canadians arrang- 
ed to go out on the Leech river trail in 
search of land, liaving heard of a large 
tract of swamp land this side of San Juau 
river, which they thought might prove 
available for agricultural purposes. At 
the last moment, however, all but one 
(Mr. \V. ,T. Davcy) backed out. Having 
purchased a hoi.io, he started out with a 
frientl, and after inuuiuerablo obstruc- 
tions, such as fallen trees, steep rocks, 
etc., arrived on the spot which iie was in 
search of. He describes it as being a fer- 
tile looking spot — cultivable land, open 
swamps, each averaging, about- seventy- 
five acreii — being soparato'd''by a string of 
lakes. Signs of game wore very plenti- 
ful, the two prospectors on one occasion, 
in a cedar swamp, coming almost on top 
of .'i couple of bl;iek bears — which how- 
over boat a lii'.sty retreiit. Davey judi/es 
the distance from Victoria to be about AO 
miles, and rough travelling, but liaving 
determined to reacii tlie spot lie 
did so, and says he is satisfied 
from what lie has seen of it that 
the soil is very prolific. After 
reaching the liist swamp they made their 
camn, and in tlie morning started up the 
clearing, leaving the lioisc at tlie camp, 
and followed from one swamp into an- 
other, each one appearing to bo the last, 
until, perhaps, by dint of peeling through 
a growth of trees light would lie seen, 
and traveling in the 'diieclion anotlier 
vista of o|ien land wuiild soon appear. 
They coiitinu(Ml their journey till four in 
the afternoon, having failed to reach the 
end of the chain, and returned to camp. 
Deer tracks were numerous, and the 
drumming of grouse kept up from day- 
light till eve. Mr. Davey returned to 
town yosterdiiy, having staked oil' a fav- 
orable meadow with cedar laud adjacent. 
He will probably start out again in the 
course of a week with a party of aquat- 
ter« and establish the advance guard of 
what will doubtless become a prosperous 
settlement.

The siieeia! e.x 
ninpiioii griuite.tl \'ieloria, 11. (',, in rt;- 
g;u'il to taverns, was struck out by a 
vote of fifty to fifty-two. It was oj)- 
jioseil by mernbsrs from other parts of 
Pritish Colurabia who did not desire 
that till! liquor trnllic in Victoria 
should have any s])ecial favor. l''oster 
again brought himself into prominence 
bv refnsinir to vote. Mr. Jlo.ss 
.irgued strongly again.st the clause 
jiennittiug the sale of liquor in saloons, 
mil on division, desjiitf the etlbrts put 
foi'tli, ii WMS rotained. The House, as 
thi; moniiiigjad vaiiced, presented scenes 
of yroaL contusion and disorder.

The government 
immediately warned their representatives 
at .St. Uatlierines, and .Saturday a large 
number of loyal subjects who lived in the 
district were stationed ahmg both the old 
and the new canals to watch the move- 
ments of jiny suspicious ciiaractors. The 
day before .Brady:'s execution . 15 suspici- 
ons looking men, each carrying a medium- 
sized satchel, got oli' the train at St. 
Catherines. They were immedialely 
hliadowed liy detectives, who .snoii after ! 
overheard siillieieiit conversation iruiii the 
new arrivals to be convinced that they 
were tho parties they were conitnissioneil 
to watch. Tlie stmngersi-^walkod about 
apparently unconceTiVed, but'at t!ie same 
time wore evidently making arrangements 
for carrying init the object they li.Ad in j 
view. A few of their number were sent 
along the canal to select a siiitiiblu spot 
to de.s.troy the connection Ijctween the 
upper and lower lakes. Thoy had not gone 
far before they found that the secret had 
got to the ears of tho gOvcrhmen't officials 
and their game w;is up. Thoy saw large 
iiiimbers of men statinued along the 
canal in sentry boxi;s.

It was alleged that the 
child had peeii systematically ill-treat- 
ed by her step-niotlier, and both pris- 
oners had madou statements- amount 
ing to a confession of their ■ crime, 
their .accpuuts, iiowever, being contrad- 
ictory. ' Several witnesses were called 
to 'prove ill-treatment, and a neigh- 
bor deposed that on the day after the 
child's dissappearance she noticed a 
smell like burned leather comirlg fr<^tn 
the prisoners' clijraney. ■ ■William 
Majros, brother of the deceaised,' ' said 
that on the day of the inu'rdei''lie took 
a pail of hot soap-suds up stairH to his 
mother. The medical evidence went 
to prove t.liat the unfortunate child 
had been killed by a blow on the tem- 
ple, and then beheaded and dismem- 
bered, her her head being subsequent- 
ly boiled or roasted. The jury h iving 
found a verdict of manslaughter, the 
male prisoner was sentenced to eight- 
teen months' hard labor and the \\o- 
man to penal servitude for twenty
